Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 15 — 22 and 3 1 — 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Amended claim 15 recites a mixture comprising a first solid phase support bound to a 
molecule A and a second solid phase support also bound to molecule A. This binding appears to 
result in a conjugate comprising first-solid-phase-support — molecule A — second-solid-phase- 
support. This conjugate is not supported by the specification as originally filed. The 
specification at page 9 describes the invention as a mixture comprising molecule A immobilized 
to a solid phase support regardless of the binding site on molecule A to which the solid phase 
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support is attached. No where in the specification is there a disclosure that the molecule A is 
bound to two solid phase supports in a complex as claimed. 

The same is true for claim 35, it appears as though one molecule A is bound to three solid 
phase supports. 

Correction and/or amendment to the claim to cancel the new matter is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 15-22 and 31-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 5 is vague and indefinite because it appears that molecule A is bound to both first 
and second solid phase supports at the same time, i.e. the mixture comprises a conjugate 
comprising first-solid-phase-support — molecule A — second-solid-phase-support. This conjugate 
is not disclosed by the specification. As discussed during a conversation with Dr. Cunningham 
(App. Rep.) on November 13, 2008 during which it was argued that the invention is a mixture 
comprising molecule A bound to a first solid phase support, and a second molecule A bound to a 
second solid phase support. The molecule A bound to the first and solid phase supports are not 
the same molecule A resulting in a conjugate comprising first-solid-phase-support — molecule 
A — second-solid-phase-support, instead the first and second solid phase supports are bound to 
respective different molecules A resulting in a mixture comprising molecule A-first solid phase 
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support and molecule A-second phase support. The claim should be amended to clearly recite 
this. It is recommended that the following language be used to clarify this. 

A second solid phase support bound to a second molecule A at a different position on the 
second molecular A than that bound to the first solid support. 

The same is true for claim 35. It appears as though Molecule A is bound to three solid 
phase supports. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The rejection of claims 15-22 as being anticipated by Singh is withdrawn in view of the 
amendment to claims such that a mixture comprising a conjugate of first-solid-phase-support — 
molecule A — second-solid-phase-support is now claimed. Singh does not teach a mixture 
comprising such a conjugate. However, as noted above, these amendments do not have support 
in the specification as originally filed, therefore, amendments to the claims to cancel the new 
matter rejection may result in the reinstatement of the art rejection.
